At  their  fingertips  are  the  newest  therapeutic  agents  available  — 
many  of  which  they  have  studied  as  principal  investigators  for  the 
nation’s  most  pivotal  clinical  trials  for  breast  cancer.  “The  development 
of  targeted  therapies,  new  drugs,  and  new  combination  therapies  have

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During  his  22  years  as  a specialist  in  surgical  oncology,  John  M. 
Daly,  M.D.,  Surgeon-in-Chief,  NewYork  Weill  Cornell,  has  seen 
tremendous  changes  in  the  surgical  options  available  — many  pio- 
neered at  NewYork- Presbyterian.  Breast  surgeons  here  were  the  first  in 
New  York  City  to  perform  skin-sparing  mastectomy,  helping  to 
improve  the  aesthetic  success  of  reconstructive  surgery.  The  Hospital 
was  one  of  a handful  in  the  metropolitan  area  to  initiate  sentinel  node 
biopsy,  which  limits  the  number  of  lymph  nodes  that  need  to  be 
removed  to  determine  if  a tumor  has  spread.  And  its  surgeons  are 
among  the  few  worldwide  who  perform  a bone  marrow  examination  at 
the  time  of  surgery  to  rule  out  micro-metastatic  disease. 


Advanced  breast  cancer  brought  Deanna  Kadan  to  Columbia  Presbyterian  for  care. 


“When  a woman  learns  of  a breast  lump  or  abnormal  mammo- 
gram, it  is  a terrifying  experience,”  says  Alexander  Swistel,  M.D., 
Director  of  the  NewYork  Weill  Cornell  Breast  Center.  “By  knowing 
these  fears,  our  staff  respond  accordingly  when  someone  calls  for  an 
appointment.  This  call  initiates  a chain  of  events  that  can  affect  the  rest 
of  her  life.  That  is  why  it  is  critical  that  the  multiple  aspects  of  care  — 
from  confirming  a diagnosis,  to  surgical  intervention,  to  follow-up 
treatments  — be  meticulously  orchestrated  and  carefully  explained.” 
The  breast  cancer  programs  of  Columbia  Presbyterian  and 
NewYork  Weill  Cornell  — now  linked  under  the  Columbia  Weill 
Cornell  Cancer  Centers  — do  just  that.  Here  women  find  comprehen- 
sive services  and  a multidisciplinary  team  of  great  consequence 
inclusive  of  radiologists  and  pathologists  trained  to  interpret  findings 


that  arc  rare  or  routine,  breast  surgeons  who  have  a depth  of  experi- 
ence performing  both  simple  and  complex  procedures,  radiation  and 
medical  oncologists  who  advise  on  and  offer  the  most  advanced  thera- 
pies, nurses  who  talk  with  patients  about  any  aspect  of  care,  social 
workers  who  offer  support  and  access  to  resources,  and  genetic  coun- 
selors who  are  concerned  with  questions  of  risk.  Through  the  collec- 
tive and  coordinated  efforts  of  these  skilled  individuals,  women  get 
answers  and  they  get  them  quickly. 

Prostate  Cancer:  Maximizing  Results 

A routine  company  physical  for  Gerald  Allen  turned  up  an  abnormal 
PSA  (prostate-specific  antigen)  level  and  ultimately  a diagnosis  of 
prostate  cancer.  This  started  Mr.  Allen  on  a search  for  information  and 
treatment  that  would  save  his  life  and  preserve  his  lifestyle.  Choosing 
radiation  therapy  first,  Mr.  Allen  did  well  for  three  years.  When  his 
PSA  level  began  to  rise  rapidly,  he  was  referred  to  E.  Darracott 
Vaughan,  Jr.,  M.D.,  Urologist-in-Chief  at  NewYork  Weill  Cornell  and 
an  expert  in  the  treatment  of  prostate  cancer.  Dr.  Vaughan  performed 
surgery,  and  nearly  five  years  later,  Mr.  Allen  is  doing  great. 

Dr.  Vaughan  and  his  colleagues  are  at  the  vanguard  of  new  treat- 
ment approaches  lor  prostate  cancer,  often  defining  the  methods  and 
the  protocols  that  are  adopted  nationwide.  They  have  developed  safer 
surgical  procedures,  which  help  to  spare  the  nerves  that  control  sexual 
and  bladder  function,  and  are  currently  working  on  a number  of  excit- 
ing protocols,  including  treatments  for  patients  who  are  not  candidates 
for  surgery,  a vitamin  A treatment  that  may  slow  the  spread  of  cancer, 
and  a hormone  implant  for  advanced  disease.  They  also  were  the  first 
to  develop  a method  for  predicting  a patient’s  response  to  radiation 
treatment  by  analyzing  genetic  markers. 

Daniel  P.  Petrylak,  M.D.,  Director  of  the  Genitourinary  Oncology 
Program  at  Columbia  Presbyterian,  recently  completed  a major  study 
evaluating  a combination  of  chemotherapeutic  agents,  estramustine 
and  Taxotere®,  he  developed  for  treating  an  advanced  type  of  prostate 
cancer.  Results  were  so  encouraging  that  now  a nationwide  trial  of  the 
combination  therapy  is  under  way  by'  the  Southwest  Oncology  Group. 
Peter  B.  Schiff,  M.D.,  Ph.D.,  Chairman  of  Radiation  Oncology,  and  his 
colleagues  are  developing  new  approaches  to  increase  the  effectiveness 
of  radiation  treatment  and  decrease  the  risk  of  complications.  They  are 
now  using  new  advanced  3-D  technology  to  direct  external  beam  radi- 
ation more  precisely  to  those  tissues  that  bear  the  tumor  while  limiting 
the  effect  on  adjacent  normal  tissues. 

When  Gerald  Allen  found  out  his  biopsy  was  positive,  he  immedi- 
ately called  his  two  brothers.  But  he  offers  the  same  advice  to  all  men: 
“Go  for  the  test.  It’s  painless.  Then  go  to  the  best  for  care.”

At  4 pm  on  Friday,  June  19,  1999,  a call  came  in  to  Mary  Donovan, 
Cardiac  Transplant  Nurse  Practitioner  at  Columbia  Presbyterian 
Medical  Center,  alerting  her  of  an  available  heart.  Over  the  next  five 
days,  Ms.  Donovan  would  receive  six  more  calls  and  the  Medical 
Center’s  heart  transplant  team  would  orchestrate  and  perform  a record 
number  of  transplant  surgeries. 

To  the  outside  world,  the  number  of  lives  saved  that  week  by  the 
heart  transplant  team  would  seem  extraordinary  ...  and  it  was.  To  the 
heart  transplant  team,  it  was  business  as  usual  ...  times  seven.  To  the 
recipients  — four  men,  two  women  and  one  teenage  girl  — the  calls 
they  received  were  the  most  important  of  their  lives. 

Ms.  Donovan  and  Senior  Transplant  Coordinator  Helen  HaufT 
become  involved  with  potential  transplant  patients  at  the  beginning  of 
their  ordeal.  They  are  with  them  throughout  the  waiting  period  —

which  could  be  days  or  months.  They  help  them  understand  the  entire 
process,  discuss  their  expectations  and  address  their  anxieties.  They 
provide  the  link  between  hospital  and  home,  and  they  celebrate  in 
their  triumphs. 


“Transplant  medicine  is  extremely  rewarding  as  it  allows  you  to  be 
on  the  cutting  edge  of  medicine  while  still  being  deeply  involved  with 
the  patients  and  their  families,”  says  Donna  Mancini,  M.D.,  Medical 
Director,  Cardiac  Transplantation.  Columbia  Presbyterian  is  the  largest 
heart  transplant  program  in  the  country,  having  performed  more  than 
1,200  heart  transplants  to  date.  It  is  also  a leader  in  the  development 
of  new  therapies  for  heart  failure  and  transplant  patients,  such  as  die  left 
ventricular  assist  device  (LVAD)  — a machine  that  is  used  as  a bridge 
for  patients  awaiting  a transplant,  and  new  immunosuppressive  drugs. 


Peter  Pivko  was  only  52  years  old  when  he  suffered  a 
massive  heart  attack.  Quadruple  bypass  surgery  pro- 
vided no  improvement,  leaving  him  with  a heart 
transplant  as  the  only  option  for  survival.  He  was 
transferred  to  Columbia  Presbyterian,  where 
Dr.  Toshi  Naka  implanted  an  LVAD  to  sustain  him 
until  the  transplant.  Within  months  of  the  trans- 
plant, Mr.  Pivko  was  back  in  the  race.

“Here  it  is  again  — June  15.  The  13th  anniversary  of  the  triple  bypass 
you  did  for  me  in  1987.”  So  wrote  Justine  Kuppler  recently  to 
O.  Wayne  Isom,  M.D.,  Cardiothoracic  Surgeon-in-Chief  of  NewYork 
Weill  Cornell,  who  has  performed  thousands  of  cardiac  bypass  surger- 
ies during  his  distinguished  career.  Dr.  Isom  and  his  team  operate  with 
a confidence  that  comes  from  a wealth  of  knowledge  ...  and  years  of 
experience.  They  also  operate  with  kindness.  “The  first  thing  we  must 
remember  is  to  treat  our  patients  as  we  would  our  own  family  mem- 
bers,” says  Dr.  Isom.  “It  is  a difficult  time  for  them,  filled  with  uncer- 
tainty' and  anxiety.” 

Bruce  Lerman,  M.D.,  Chief  of  Cardiology  and  Director  of  the 
Electrophysiology  Laboratory  at  NewYork  Weill  Cornell,  agrees:  “Not 
only  are  our  staff  technically  very  good,  but  I think  everyone  has  a 
humanistic  side  that  is  transmitted  to  our  patients.  We  recognize  that 
what  we  do  can  be  intimidating  and  somewhat  frightening.”

“We  have  a breadth  and 
depth  of  expertise  in  heart  disease  that  is  unsurpassed  in  die  world,” 
says  Eric  Rose,  M.D.,  Surgeon-in-Chief  at  Columbia  Presbyterian  and 
a heart  surgeon  by  training.  “Our  program  can  excel  because  of  the 
interface  of  strong  programs  in  cardiology,  interventional  cardiology', 
and  cardiac  surgery  and  because  of  the  skilled  personnel  you  find  in 
the  catheterization  labs  and  in  the  operating  rooms.” 

Among  the  key  players  in  open  heart  surgery'  are  the  perfusionists. 
And  although  the  general  public  may  not  know  who  they  are,  their 
role  is  critical,  and  cardiac  surgeons  are  the  first  to  agree.  “Every  open 
heart  procedure  must  have  a clinical  perfusionist  to  run  the  heart-lung 
machine,”  explains  Linda  Mongero,  Director  of  the  Perfusion 
Department  at  Columbia  Presbyterian.  “The  perfusionist  takes  over 
the  heart  and  lungs  of  the  patient  artificially  and  manages  them  during 
that  period  of  time  when  the  surgeon  is  working  on  the  heart.”  In  the 
15  years  since  Ms.  Mongero  joined  the  department,  it  has  become  a 
leader  for  the  profession,  contributing  significantly  to  research  in  the 
field  and  held  up  as  a model  for  programs  around  the  country. 

When  a patient  needs  a heart  transplant,  a cardiac  catheterization 
procedure,  bypass  surgery'  or  simply  a second  opinion,  NewYork- 
Presbvterian  Hospital  is  at  the  center  of  it  all.  Says  Allan  Schwartz, 
M.D.,  Chief  of  Cardiology  at  Columbia  Presbyterian,  “With  virtually 
every  area  of  cardiology  represented,  patients  with  the  most  complex 
and  challenging  cardiac  problems  can  expect  to  find  solutions  here.”

Seeking  Answers  to  Alzheimer's  Disease 

Janet  Walsh  was  only  14  years  old  when  her  dad  developed  Alzheimer’s 
disease  — although  at  the  time  no  one  had  a name  for  the  frightening 
symptoms  he  was  experiencing.  “At  first,  I thought  my  father  was 
going  insane,”  recalls  Ms.  Walsh,  Co-founder  and  Chairman  of  the 
Ixmg  Island  Alzheimer's  Foundation.  “For  a while,  I was  mad  at  him 
until  I heard  him  tell  his  doctor,  ‘You  don't  understand,  something  is 
really  wrong.’  Hearing  my  father  make  that  plea,  I realized  how  much 
he  was  suffering.”  In  fact,  the  whole  family  suffers.  Ms.  Walsh,  now 
44  years  old,  has  made  Alzheimer’s  disease  her  life’s  work,  helping 
thousands  of  patients,  family  members  and  caregivers  obtain  the  sup- 
port and  the  resources  they  need  to  ease  the  burdens  of  this  disease. 
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Janet  Walsh,  an 
advocate  for  early 
diagnosis  and  inter- 
vention, was  the  first 
to  have  genetic  testing 
for  Alzheimer's  dis- 
ease when  it  became 
available  at  NewYork 
Weill  Cornell  Medical 
Center.

Dr.  Norman  Relkin,  Director,  NewYork  Weill 
Cornell’s  Memory  Disorders  Program,  is  a leader  in 
the  application  of  genetic  testing  both  as  a means 
for  diagnosis  and  for  predicting  who  is  at  high  risk 
for  developing  Alzheimer’s  disease. 


Ihe  research  of  Dr.  Michael  Shelanski,  Chairman, 
Pathology,  Columbia  Presbyterian,  is  helping  to  shed 
light  on  genetic  influences  in  Alzheimer’s  disease. 
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With  a family  tree  congested  with  Alzheimer’s,  Ms.  Walsh  was  a 
logical  candidate  for  genetic  testing.  She  came  to  Norman  R.  Relkin, 
M.D.,  Ph.D.,  Program  Director  of  the  Memory  Disorders  Program 
of  NewYork  Weill  Cornell  for  testing  — becoming  partners  with 
Dr.  Relkin  in  a race  against  time.  “There  have  been  extraordinary 
developments  in  understanding  the  physiology  of  Alzheimer’s  disease 
and  in  identifying  biological  markers,  as  well  as  new  opportunities  for 
drug  intervention,”  says  Dr.  Relkin.  “Prevention  is  no  longer  an 
untenable  concept.” 

Richard  Mayeux,  M.D.,  Director,  Behavioral  Neurology,  and 
Michael  L.  Shelanski,  M.D.,  Chairman  of  Pathology,  co-direct  the 
Alzheimer’s  Disease  Center  of  Columbia  Presbyterian.  Dr.  Mayeux 
looks  at  the  disease  from  an  epidemiological  perspective;  Dr.  Shelanksi 
is  interested  in  its  molecular  properties  and  genetic  mutations. 
Together,  they  seek  to  identify  people  at  risk  for  Alzheimer’s  disease 
and  develop  methods  to  prevent  it. 

Ms.  Walsh’s  results  showed  she  had  the  genetic  markers  for  devel- 
oping Alzheimer’s.  At  first,  she  was  devastated,  but  then  took  the  advice 
she  had  been  offering  to  others.  “I  was  not  going  to  just  lie  down  and 
wait  for  it,”  says  Ms.  Walsh.  “So  I signed  up  for  several  research  proj- 
ects and  began  following  all  the  current  recommendations  for  keeping 
it  at  bay.  If  I do  succumb  to  this  disease,  I'll  know  that  at  least  I might 
be  able  to  help  my  children  or  someone  else.” 

Parkinson's  Disease:  Applying  New  Approaches 

Parkinson’s  disease  is  a progressively  disabling  condition  that  affects  as 
many  as  one  million  Americans.  For  years,  it  has  been  a major  focus  of 
the  Center  for  Parkinson’s  Disease  and  Other  Movement  Disorders  at 
Columbia  Presbyterian  — a program  that  has  made  possible  many  of 
the  innovative  treatment  approaches  now  in  use. 

“Every  medication  now  available  for  Parkinson’s  disease  has  been 
tested  at  this  institution,”  notes  Stanley  Fahn,  M.D.,  Director  of  the 
Center,  which  is  considered  one  of  the  largest  programs  in  the  world. 

It  was  the  first  program  involved  in  the  double-blind,  placebo-con- 
trolled surgical  trial  of  fetal  dopamine  cell  implantation  sponsored  by 
the  National  Institutes  of  Health,  and  has  pursued  groundbreaking 
work  in  functional  neurosurgical  treatments. 

With  Parkinson’s  disease,  nerves  in  the  motor  control  regions  of 
the  brain  fire  in  abnormal  ways,  producing  tremors,  slowness  or  stiff- 
ness. “With  the  correct  electrical  current,  we  can  actually  inactivate  the 
area  of  the  brain  causing  the  problem  while  avoiding  any  undesirable 
effects  on  neighboring  regions,”  says  Robert  R.  Goodman,  M.D., 
Ph.D.,  neurosurgeon.  “When  patients  no  longer  respond  well  to 


medications  — which  in  most  patients  had  been  quite  beneficial  for 
many  years  — surgery  becomes  an  important  option.” 

Pursuing  Innovations  in  Cerebrovascular  Disorders 

In  nearby  offices  at  Columbia  Presbyterian,  Robert  A.  Solomon,  M.D., 
Chairman,  Department  of  Neurological  Surgery;  John  Pile-Spellman, 
M.D.,  Director  of  Interventional  Neuroradiolgv,  and  J.P.  Mohr,  M.D., 
Director  of  the  Stroke  Center,  can  often  be  found  “brainstorming” 
about  complex  cerebrovascular  disorders  that  demand  the  expertise  of 
multiple  specialists. 

Just  ask  46-year-old  Eleanor  Handelsman,  whose  life-threatening 
aneurysm  brought  these  three  distinguished  physicians  to  her  bedside 
to  prevent  a major  stroke  and  save  her  life.  A headache  that  wouldn’t 
go  away  led  to  CT  and  MRI  scans  that  confirmed  a large  cerebral 
aneurysm.  Her  local  physician  in  Rockland  County  referred  her  imme- 
diately to  Dr.  Solomon.  “I  was  surprised  by  the  diagnosis,  but  I was 
calm,”  recalls  Ms.  Handelsman.  “I  told  Dr.  Solomon,  ‘You're  going  to 
get  me  through  this,  1 know  it.”’ 

Dr.  Solomon  and  his  colleagues  have  received  national  recognition 
for  their  approach  to  complex  giant  aneurysms  in  the  brain  — often 
developing  the  standards  that  are  adopted  at  other  institutions  around 
the  country.  It  was  exactly  the  expertise  Ms.  Handelsman  needed.  She 
had  a very  dangerous  lesion  — whether  left  alone  or  treated  — involv- 
ing blood  vessels  leading  to  the  parts  of  her  brain  involved  with  speech 
and  movement.  It  was  decided  a multimodality  approach  would  give 
her  the  best  chance  for  recovery. 

Dr.  Solomon  first  performed  a bypass  graft  on  Ms.  Handelsman  to 
create  an  alternative  pathway  for  blood  to  flow  around  the  aneurysm. 

A few  days  later,  she  went  to  the  angiogram  suite  with  Dr.  Pile- 
Spellman,  who  confirmed  that  the  bypass  was  functioning  properly.  He 
then  proceeded  to  insert  special  coils  to  close  off  the  artery  leading  to 
the  aneurysm  — effectively  removing  it  from  circulation  and  causing  it 
to  dissolve  over  time.  Throughout  the  process.  Dr.  Mohr  performed 
critical  tests  to  determine  if  Ms.  Handelsman  could  tolerate  the 
procedures. 

“This  was  a very  complicated  case,  but  working  as  a team  enabled 
us  to  treat  Ms.  Handelsman  safely  and  successfully,”  says  Dr.  Solomon. 
“It  is  a perfect  example  of  how  timing,  decisions,  management  and 
staging  by  different  specialists  can  find  solutions  to  problems  with 
seemingly  no  answers.” 

It  is  another  perfect  example  of  why  patients  come  to  NewYork- 
Presbvterian  Hospital  for  care.

The  Earliest  Chance  at  Life 

Richard  A.  Polin,  M.D.,  and  Peter  A.M.  Auld,  M.D.,  direct  the  neona- 
tal intensive  care  units  of  Babies  & Children’s  Hospital  and  NewYork 
Weill  Cornell,  respectively.  They  guide  the  care  of  newborns  who  come 
into  the  world  with  a congenital  disorder  or  who  have  multiple  health 
problems  related  to  prematurity.  “There  have  been  tremendous 
advances  in  caring  for  these  babies,”  says  Dr.  Polin.  “We  can  better 
manage  respiratory  diseases.  We’ve  improved  their  nourishment  using 
intravenous  nutrition.  New  drugs  are  available  to  handle  systemic  com- 
plications. And  with  years  of  observing  sick  newborns,  we  are  much 
better  at  anticipating  problems.  This  is  key  to  improving  survival.” 

“We  are  particularly  cognizant  of  the  needs  of  parents  and  encour- 
age 24- hour  visiting,”  adds  Dr.  Auld,  who  is  approaching  his  fortieth 
year  in  the  field.  “Our  nurses  are  wonderful  and  become  very  attached 
14  to  parents  over  the  days  and  weeks  of  care  that  may  be  required.”

From  Crises  to  Cure 

Maria  I.  New,  M.D.,  Chairman  of  Pediatrics  at  NewYork  Weill  Cornell, 
is  a world-renowned  endocrinologist  who  has  pursued  research  in  both 
rare  and  common  pediatric  disorders.  Among  these  is  congenital  adre- 
nal hyperplasia  (CAH)  — a condition  which  manifests  itself  most 
severely  in  the  ambiguity  of  the  genitalia  in  the  female.  Calling  on 
DNA  testing,  Dr.  New  has  been  able  to  diagnose  CAH  in  fetuses  and 
devise  effective  treatment  to  prevent  genital  ambiguity.  This  may  be 
the  only  genetic  disorder  today  that  is  effectively  treated  prenatally,  and 
Dr.  New  offers  one  of  the  only  prenatal  treatment  centers  for  CAH  in 
the  country. 

Noel  Maclaren,  M.D.,  a researcher  and  specialist  in  juvenile  dia- 


betes, recently  accepted  Dr.  New’s  invitation  to  direct  a new  compre- 


hensive program  in  diabetes.  “The  number  of  diabetic  patients  is 
growing  steadily,  and  once  developed,  diabetes  is  a life-long  problem,” 
says  Dr.  Maclaren,  who  is  currently  testing  a vaccine  against  Type  1 
diabetes  and  developing  other  immune  stimulant  therapies  to  prevent  it.

Along  with  Maria  Vogiatzi,  M.D.,  he  also  seeks  to  identity  children  with 
insulin  resistance  to  prevent  them  from  developing  Type  2 diabetes. 

The  Naomi  Berrie  Diabetes  Center  at  Columbia  Presbyterian,  co- 
directed by  Robin  Goland,  M.D.,  and  Rudy  Leibel,  M.D.,  is  providing 
“die  care  until  the  cure.”  Its  pediatric  program,  directed  by  Holly 
Schachner,  M.D.,  offers  unique  family-centered  care,  including  home 
and  school  visits,  an  extensive  insulin  pump  program,  and  education 
programs  for  grandparents  and  baby  sitters.  Pediatric  research  includes 
clinical  trials  of  new  medications  and  an  antibody  treatment  to  reverse 
new-onset  Type  1 diabetes,  and  studies  in  pediatric  Type  2 diabetes 
and  obesity.  In  addition,  a pediatric  obesity  program  has  been  initiated 
at  Babies  & Children’s  Hospital  by  Ileana  Vargas,  M.D.,  and  Lenore 
Levine,  M.D.,  an  internationally  respected  endocrinologist. 

Coming  Together  for  Cardiac  Care 

When  NewYork- Presbyterian  Hospital  established  the  Pediatric 
Cardiovascular  Center  under  the  direction  of  Welton  M.  Gersony, 
M.D.,  and  Jan  M.  Quaegebeur,  M.D.,  Surgical  Director,  it  brought 
together  the  outstanding  staffs  of  Babies  & Children’s  Hospital  and 
the  pediatric  cardiology  program  of  NewYork  Weill  Cornell  to  create 
one  of  the  premier  pediatric  cardiology  and  cardiac  surgery  centers  in 
the  nation.  “We  are  providing  infants  and  children  who  have  heart 
conditions  with  options  never  thought  possible  — even  a few  years 
ago,”  says  Dr.  Gersony,  an  international  leader  in  pediatric  cardiology'. 

“Collectively,  our  group  has  an  incredibly  vast  experience  which 
allows  us  to  pick  up  on  subtleties  that  can  make  all  the  difference  to 
care,”  says  Rubin  S.  Cooper,  M.D.,  Associate  Director  of  the  Pediatric 
Cardiovascular  Center  and  Director  of  Pediatric  Cardiology'  at 
NewYork  Weill  Cornell.  Recently  joining  the  Center  are  Ralph  Mosca, 
M.D.,  and  John  J.  Lamberti,  M.D.,  who  direct  the  Pediatric  Cardiac

Dr.  Lamberti  brings  expertise  in  valve  repairs,  the  staged  approach  to 
repair  of  single  ventricle,  and  the  use  of  cosmetic  incisions  for  repair  of 
complex  congenital  defects  in  girls. 

The  Center’s  interventional  cardiology  services  are  led  by  William 
Hellenbrand,  M.D.,  an  internationally  known  pediatric  cardiologist 
with  expertise  in  techniques  for  device  closure  of  heart  defects,  the  use 
of  balloon  angioplasty  and  stents  to  open  blockages,  and  the  use  of 
coils  to  improve  circulation  by  eliminating  abnormal  blood  vessels.

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Facing  the  Fear  of  Eating 

When  Barbara  Tindale  came  to  the  Westchester  Division  from  her 
hometown  of  Rochester,  New  York,  she  was  just  out  of  high  school.  A 
pathological  fear  of  eating  had  overwhelmed  her,  bringing  her  friend- 
ships and  ambitions  to  a standstill  and  causing  serious  medical  compli- 
cations. “Every  time  I stopped  eating,  I stopped  thinking  rationally,” 
recalled  Ms.  Tindale.  “Wanting  to  eat  an  apple  would  cause  me  two  to 
three  hours  of  worrying.  And  I thought  that  made  sense.” 

The  number  of  people  seeking  treatment  for  eating  disorders  has 
skyrocketed  in  the  last  two  decades,  with  an  estimated  five  to  ten  mil- 
lion women  affected.  In  her  work,  Katherine  A.  Halmi,  M.D.,  Director 
of  the  Westchester  Division’s  Eating  Disorders  Program  and  an  inter- 
nationally recognized  expert  in  the  field,  has  seen  eating  disorders 
grow  among  men,  older  women  and  in  children  under  the  age  of  13. 
Dr.  Halmi  first  became  interested  in  these  conditions  during  her 
psychiatry  training  in  the  1970s  — a time  when  very  little  was  under- 
stood about  eating  disorders.  Her  curiosity  developed  into  a lifelong 
pursuit  in  which  she  continues  to  play  a key  role  not  only  in  defining 
the  problems,  but  also  in  pioneering  the  treatments.  Today,  Dr.  Halmi 
and  her  colleagues  are  studying  critical  aspects  of  eating  disorders, 
including  genetic  factors,  interventions  such  as  cognitive  behavioral 
therapy  and  drug  therapies,  and  the  prevention  of  relapses.

The  work  of  Dr.  George  Alexopoulos  is  uncovering 
important  clues  to  the  pathophysiology  of  depression 
in  later  life. 
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Barbara  Tindale  took  a major  step  toward  recovery  when  she  came 
to  the  Westchester  Division’s  Eating  Disorders  Program  — one  of  the 
most  comprehensive  in  the  country,  offering  outpatient  services,  a par- 
tial hospitalization  program,  and  an  inpatient  unit  dedicated  to  treating 
the  medical  and  psychological  consequences.  “Now,  I have  a chance  to 
work  on  why  this  happened  to  me,”  says  Ms.  Tindale.  “You  can’t  do 
that  when  you’re  always  worrying  about  being  thin.” 

Daring  to  Defy  Depression 

Catherine  Shaw’s  depression  may  have  been  provoked  by  the  death  of 
her  cat,  compounded  by  other  family  problems,  but  she  does  recall 
having  other  depressive  episodes.  “I  expected  to  be  unhappy,  but  not 
as  unhappy  as  I turned  out  to  be.  I stopped  volunteering  and  was  not 
doing  well,”  noted  Ms.  Shaw.  In  her  local  newspaper,  she  read  about  a 
study  at  the  Westchester  Division  on  treatment  for  depression  and 
decided  to  call. 

Depression  is  one  of  the  most  prevalent  and  devastating  health 
problems  affecting  people  age  65  and  older.  As  George  S. 

Alexopoulos,  M.D.,  Director  of  the  Cornell  Institute  of  Geriatric 
Psychiatry,  knows  from  two  decades  of  focused  study  in  the  field,  the 
causes  of  depression  aren’t  always  what  they  seem  — especially  in  the 
elderly.  In  1992,  he  and  his  colleagues  at  the  Westchester  Division 
formed  an  NIMH-supported  Intervention  Research  Center  with  stud- 
ies in  geriatric  depression  at  the  core  of  its  mission. 

Dr.  Alexopoulos  and  his  group  work  to  identify  biological  factors 
that  influence  the  course  of  late-life  depression  and  its  response  to 
treatment.  Describing  the  “depression-executive  dysfunction  syndrome 
of  late  life,”  Dr.  Alexopoulos  hypothesized  that  it  is  caused  by  an 
impairment  in  the  circuitry  of  a specific  brain  area  (striatoffontal  path- 
ways). This  may  result  from  vascular  or  degenerative  conditions  that 
are  frequent  in  late  life.  He  and  his  colleagues  demonstrated  that  the 
syndrome  is  resistant  to  conventional  antidepressants,  and  even  if 
patients  with  this  syndrome  initially  respond  to  treatment,  they  are  at 
high  risk  for  relapse  and  recurrence  of  their  depression. 

Identification  of  the  “depression-executive  dysfunction  syndrome” 
has  opened  new  avenues  for  focused  antidepressant  treatment  which 
address  impairment  in  neurotransmitter  systems.  Currently  under 
investigation  in  patients  with  this  syndrome  are  drugs  which  enhance 
dopamine,  acetylcholine  and  opiate  neurotransmission.  Until  now, 
these  therapies  had  not  previously  been  used  as  antidepressants  because 
a specific  population  which  could  benefit  had  not  been  identified. 

Meanwhile,  Ms.  Shaw  continues  to  participate  in  one  of  the 
Westchester  Division’s  many  studies  on  depression  — helping  herself  as 
well  as  helping  to  provide  understanding  of  new  treatments  for  others.

“We  serve  not  only  as  the  medical  provider  for 
families,  but  as  part  and  parcel  of  community  life  here,”  says  Michael 
Fosina,  Vice  President  and  Executive  Director. 

In  the  past  several  years,  the  Allen  Pavilion  has  developed  health 
outreach  programs  for  seniors,  including  monthly  lectures,  screenings, 
support  groups,  and  classes  in  yoga,  Tai  Chi,  art  therapy  and  diabetic 
teaching.  Medical  staff  and  health  professionals  routinely  participate  in 
local  health  fairs  and  visit  senior  centers  to  talk 
with  members.  For  nearly  a decade,  the  Allen 
Pavilion  also  has  sponsored  a Little  League  team 
Staff  serve  as  managers  and  coaches,  and  the 
Hospital  provides  equipment  and  uniforms. 

From  seniors  to  shortstops,  the  Allen 
Pavilion  is  participating  in  the  community  as 
only  a good  neighbor  can.

When  David  B.  Skinner,  M.D.,  who  as  Vice  Chairman, 
President  and  CEO  had  incisively  led  NewYork-Presbyterian 
into  the  merger,  stepped  into  a new  life  as  President 
Emeritus,  we  had  completed  the  first  phase  of  our  transition 
to  a merged  entity.  As  we  continue  to  harness  the  strengths 
of  two  major  medical  institutions,  we  seek  input  from 
employees  in  town  meetings  and  through  other  forums 
about  the  best  ways  to  build  on  our  successes,  realize  our 
vision,  and  provide  the  sensitivity  that  is  intrinsic  to  the 
treatment  of  illness. 

The  humanitarian  impulse,  which  drives  the  finest  health 
care,  has  for  generations  defined  the  Columbia  Presbyterian 
and  NewYork  Weill  Cornell  centers  of  NewYork-Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  their  affiliated  medical  schools  — Columbia 
University  College  of  Physicians  & Surgeons  and  Weill 
Medical  College  of  Cornell  University.  First  and  foremost, 
our  goal  is  to  make  our  Hospital  excel  in  terms  of  its  atten- 
tion to  patients  and  to  service.  We  also  are  striving  to  make 
our  medical  care  second  to  none,  focusing  resources  on 
building  clinical  programs,  recruiting  top  physicians,  and 
enhancing  collaboration  in  existing  areas  of  excellence.  And 
we  want  to  make  sure  that  each  and  every  individual  who 
works  here  is  recognized  and  receives  respect  for  the  critical 
role  they  play  in  helping  our  goals  come  to  fruition. 

Integrating  with  Integrity 

In  December  1999,  NewYork-Presbyterian  Hospital  — 
thanks  to  the  dedication  and  hard  work  of  its  employees  — 


passed  its  first  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of 
Healthcare  Organizations  survey  as  a merged  entity.  Among 
the  many  positive  findings,  the  survey  showed  that  the  plan 
for  the  Hospital’s  integration  was  a highly  successful  one. 

And  so  we  continue  to  move  forward.  New  clinical  ini- 
tiatives, under  the  aegis  of  the  merger,  are  well  under  way 
with  experts  from  each  center  collaborating  on  decisions 
about  new  or  combined  programs,  helping  to  make  sure 
that  patient  care  is  the  best  it  can  be.  Our  efforts  to  effect 
positive  integration  of  programs  have  resulted  in  the 
Columbia  Weill  Cornell  Heart  Institute  — the  only  heart 
center  in  the  tri-state  area  to  be  ranked  among  the  best  in 
America  by  U.S.  News  & World  Report,  and  the  formation 
of  the  new  Pediatric  Cardiovascular  Center  — a program 
combining  the  outstanding  facilities  and  staff  of  Babies  & 
Children’s  Hospital  with  the  Pediatric  Cardiology'  Program 
at  NewYork  Weill  Cornell.  We  recently  launched  the 
Columbia  Weill  Cornell  Cancer  Centers,  which  offer 
exceptional  oncology  programs. 

Each  campus  also  had  momentous  achievements.  A 
newly  renovated,  spacious  Pediatric  Emergency'  Room 
opened  at  Babies  & Children’s  Hospital.  The  Iris  Cantor 
Women’s  Health  Center  was  established  in  June  2000  at 
NewYork  Weill  Cornell,  heralding  one  of  the  most  compre- 
hensive women’s  health  programs  in  New  York  City'.  The 
Allen  Pavilion,  our  210-bed  community  hospital  located  in 
Inwood,  is  greatly  expanding  its  outreach  to  the  community 
with  traditional  and  non-traditional  programs. 

These  accomplishments  and  others  serve  to  further  dis- 
tinguish NewYork-Presbyterian  Hospital  from  its  peers  and 
validate  our  strategy  for  integration.  In  late  1999,  we 
received  a vote  of  confidence  from  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
which  approved  a major  capital  fundraising  program  specifi- 
cally to  support  the  integrated  programs  of  merger  and  to 
accelerate  the  pace  of  this  integration.  At  the  same  time,  we 
look  to  closer  collaboration  with  our  two  medical  schools  to 
help  us  unify  clinical  programs  more  rapidly  and  effectively. 
Underpinning  these  efforts  is  the  creation  of  service  lines 
across  both  campuses.  By  organizing  clinical  care  around 
patient  groups  or  disease  categories,  we  can  serve  patients 
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more  effectively  and  facilitate  the  development  of  highly 
focused,  high-quality  programs.  Currently,  service  lines  arc- 
concentrated  on  behavioral  health,  cardiovascular  health, 
neurosciences,  oncology,  pediatrics  and  transplant  services. 

A Financial  Context 

As  we  pursue  strategies  to  strengthen  New  York- Presbyterian 
Hospital,  we  do  so  within  a challenging  economic  context. 
Though  we  ended  1999  nearly  $5  million  short  of  the 
break-even  point,  this  represents  a small  percentage  of  our 
S 1 .6  billion  operating  budget,  and  a worthy  achievement  in 
light  of  external  financial  influences.  In  particular,  the 
Balanced  Budget  Act  of  1997,  which  targets  Medicare  reim- 
bursement and  undermines  the  reimbursement  of  funds  for 
graduate  medical  education,  continues  to  have  a major  neg- 
ative impact  on  hospital  finances.  This  is  in  addition  to  the 
already  dramatic  restraints  imposed  by  managed  care. 

Indeed,  there  are  steps  being  taken  to  maximize  the 
Hospital’s  revenue.  In  1999,  the  completion  of  The  New' 
York  Hospital  Major  Modernization  Project  a year  ahead  of 
schedule  resulted  in  significant  savings.  The  growth  of  the 
NewYork- Presbyterian  Healthcare  System  is  providing  us 
yvith  leverage  for  advocacy  in  Congress  and  a strong  bar- 
gaining position  yvith  managed  care  companies.  A neyv  part- 
nership yvith  Columbia  Cornell  Care  — the  organization 
serying  the  clinical  faculties  of  both  medical  schools  — pro- 
vides  needed  managed  care  support  services  for  the  Hospital. 
In  addition,  yve  have  just  launched  NewYork-  Presbyterian 
Health  Systems  Ventures,  a neyv  endeavor  to  develop 
sources  of  non-operating  revenue  related  to  our  academic 
and  System  goals. 

Donors  and  ardent  fundraisers  have  also  contributed 
greatly  to  our  fiscal  stability,  helping  us  to  successfully  con- 
clude the  six-year,  S600-million  capital  campaign  for 
NeyvYork  Weill  Cornell,  begin  a critical  campaign  for  our 
new'  Children’s  Hospital,  and  surpass  our  $60-million 
fundraising  goal  for  1999.  To  these  many  friends,  we  are 
forever  grateful. 

The  Balanced  Budget  Act  (BBA)  yvill  have  a profound 
impact  on  the  future  of  all  academic  medical  institutions.
